NAACP Intervention in 
Desegregation Suit Shipssed

A request for intervention in 
the schoo! desegragation suit 
by the NAAGP is being_op- 
Posed by both plaintiffs and 
defendents in the suit. 

A ruling on the request is 
expected soon by U. S, Dis- 
trict Judge Robert Durican. 

The request by the national 
unit lists six additional 
Columbus families as defend- 
ants in the class action suit. It 
States that the NAACP attor- 
neys will “bring substantial 
resources in terms of exper- 
fence and expert witnesses 
not adequately possessed by 
existing parties.” “It alse 
claims that intervention will 
not delay the case. 

Taking issue with the 
NAAGP claims was William 
Davis, attorney for the ptain- 
tiffé'fn the suit which was first 
filed In June 1973. 

Davis, who filed a memor- 
andum opposing: the inter. 
vention, told the Call-Post the 
intervention could delay the 
Case six months to a year.

New Test, Recruitment Plans 
Slated For Police Applicants

A new test for Columbus 
police applicants should be 
given between April 1 and 
May 1, according to Jerome 
Gafford, administrative assist- 
ant to Mayor Tom Moody, 

The Civil Service Com- 
mission has selected a pass- 
fail reading comprehension 
test and a battery of follow-up 
fests that will measure 
teading. comprehension at 
the 12th grade level to be 
used to test applicants for 
police officer jobs. 

Use of the tests is depend- 
ent on the approval of US. 
District Court Judge Robert 
M, Duncan who ruled in Jan- 
uary that the old Civil Service 
examination for patrolmen 
was discriminatory and that 
the new tests should be in- 
troduced. 
—The—ruling-—was made 
during a proimivery hearing 
of a discrimination suit 
against the city of Columbus.

Toby Justice 


Loses Round 
In U.S. Court 


Toby H, Justice, who beat a 
charge of murdering a pro- 
stitute in 1970, was convicted 
by a U.S. Court jury this week 
with strong evidence pro- 
vided. by a prostitute, 

Justice, whose local ad- 
dress was listed as 1021 
Madison Ave., was found 
guilty on a charge of tran. 
Sporting @ woman across 
state lines for prostitution 
purposes, 

A witness, testifying before 
Judge, Robert M. incan, 
said she worked for Justice 
as a prostitute here at down- 
town hotels and in Boston 
and turned over to him as 
much as $170 a day. 

Justice, also known as 
“Too Sweet,” was indicted 
last fall on a charge Of tran- 
sporting a woman from 
Columbus to Boston for im- 
moral ‘purposes Aug. 24, of 
last year. 

The conviction carries a 
maximum penalty of five 
years in federal prison and a 
$5,000 fine. 

Judge Duncan deferred 
sentence, pending a pre-sen- 
tence investigation and 
allowed Justice to remain 
free under $25,000 bond.

Seeks Motivating Reason 


There was much 
discussion among men as.to 
why OSU basketball coach, 
Fred Taylor, suspended four 
starters on his team. | struck 
up conversations with fellows 
discussing the possible 
reason. Some of the conver- 
sants were young white 
college graduates. 

It was all conjecture, but a 
Peculiar remark came out of 
each- white person. They 
remarked “it was probably 
using dope or a race matter.” 
| would note that it could not 
have been a racial matter 
because three of the suspen- 
ded players were white. The 
white conversants would 
assent. 

Suspension is an unimpor- 
tant point here but that matter 
that race might have been the 
motivating reason for suspen- 
sion, although not startling, it 
is evidenced that- racial at- 
titudes still abound in the 
world of whites — disturbing? 

We colored people stop 
kidding ourselves about any 
parts of it, the racial ground 
work of the white man seems 
not to have experienced the 
shift of a grain of dirt. He still 
does things, subtle like, 
because of race, sex or color. 


Those college trained men . 
were well aware of the fact 


that_things go on 1g. 
because of race, Their years 
of study of humanities and a 
side glance at social studies 
leave them with. a good 
helping of silent agreement 
with adverse. acts. against 
black people. : 

There can bea growing 
racial antagonism taking into 
consideration the large num. 
bers of blacks participating in 
the public scenes for, while 
the race angle may not seem 
front, they, too, can think like 
blacks have thought to 
themselves in other times. 

They could think “those 
team men ought to be white 
boys instead of all those 
black men." Such thoughts 
ere tucked away in dinner 
table talks but are smothered 
away from public ex- 
Pression." But, in being 
smothered away, the question 
is are they smoldering into a 
low fire of hate? 


Will the attitude towards 
black ever change to the 
Scottish poet Robert Burns’ 
philosophy: “A man’s a man 
for all of that?" Can the black 
man ever leave the periphery 
of his cojored people 
Isolation and join the center 
crowd? 

it is obvious that those 
young white college men are 
nm the know about racial at- 
titudes and th know that 
black men walk on shaky 
football fields, basketball 
floors, wobbly store floors 
and in any other position 
among whites. 

| notice colored people 
going into stores where 
young white clerks are 
selling. The white clerks look 


down that long caucasioid 
snozzie at the black 
customers and some colored 
almost have to beg for atten- 
tion, It is a growing attitude 
towards black trade and Is 
noticeable, 

Colored people complain 
when they are fired from jobs 
declaring that they were fired 
because they were colored 
but, in a liberal thought, poin- 
ted out that they may have 
been fired for not doing their 
job well.

progress in race feelings that 
two different men could talk 
on common grounds in a rap 
session without any thoughts 
of offense to anyone — we 
move. towards a common 
American people. 

It is true that one may 

alarm that whites are in the 
know that racially motivated 
acts still abound and are ex- 
pected to happen but that 
backward fall results in a 
push forward that there 
grows an American society 
which can rap with members 
across racial bounds in the 
open. 
There was that time when 
white men disclaimed racial 
bias pretending a clear 
liberal consciousness about 
it but now they discuss it 
freely with blacks and such 
discussion may open to fresh 
air and light at the other end 
of a dark cavarn of a nation's 
“people,
